It was also pointed out that it
to the advantage of aliens to
promptly notify the Immigration
and Naturalization Service in
Washington, D. C. of any change
of address during the period be-
tween annual address reports.
This, is was disclosed, will facili-
tate and greatly expedite the
handling of all records pertaining
to aliens and their families.

ANNUAL REQUIREMENT
Argyle R, Mackey, Commission-
er of Immigration and Naturaliza-
tion emphasized that the address
report is an annual requirement
and is not to be confused with
alien registration.
